Reduced Fee 

One day a new denture patient 
comes to Doctor Smith’s office. The 
dentist looks the patient over and 
decides he has not too much of 
this world’s goods. The other men 
in his district are charging $50 
for a similar case, but Doctor 
Smith can afford to be big hearted. 
“W-e-e-e-e-e-l,” he says, looking 
over his glasses, “this isn’t my reg- 
ular fee, but Ill complete your 
case for $40.” 

The patient is impressed, but 
every dentist practicing in the vi- 
cinity has had his throat cut. When 
Doctor Smith fashioned those den- 
tures, he also fabricated a small 
snowball which immediately started 
rolling down hill—getting larger 
as it rolled. 

As the patient left the office, he 
met a friend. “Hiyah, Joe!” said 
the friend. “Got some new snap- 
pers, I see. What did they set you 
back?” 

“IT got them from Doctor Smith,” 
the patient told him. “I’d been 
around to all the other dentists in 
town. They all wanted $50, but 
Doc Smith only charged $40. May- 
be he gave me a bit of a cut,” he 
added. 

Pretty soon the friend meets an- 
other friend. “Joe Jerk got some 
new china clippers,” he recounts. 
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“He got em from Doc Smith, and 
they only cost him four sawbucks.” 

That is not putting it in profes- 
sional language, but it is the way 
our patients talk among themselves. 
Pretty soon the story is all about 
town, and overnight Doctor Smith 
is the only ethical dentist, while the 
others are a lot of robbers who 
compare with Dick Turpin and 
Captain Kidd. 

Is this fair to the other dentists 
who are trying to conduct practices 
in an honest and ethical manner? 
It most certainly is not, and the act 
which was meant as one of kind- 
ness on the part of Doctor Smith 
has become a boomerang. Instead 
of just puttering along to keep his 
hand in while he grows old. he has 
become the best-known dentist in 
town, and his confreres are con- 
sidered to be a lot of grasping, 
profiteering “shysters.” The fact 
that Doctor Smith is an old man, 
and is using out-dated methods of 
denture construction, does not en- 
ter the minds of the patients. That 
he can make a denture for $40, 
while the others charge $50, is the 
point they remember. 

One can sympathize with an old- 
er man wanting to keep his hand 
in at the profession of his choice— 
provided he maintains his fees at 
the level of those of other dentists 
in his vicinity. If he does not, such 
practiee is absolutely unfair to re- 
cent graduates. These younger men 
have as great a love for their pro- 
fession as the ones who have spent 
their lives in it, but added to that. 
they have the necessity of earning 
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their living. Where the fee means 
nothing to the man who has—as he 
says—“retired,” to the man just 
out of college it means the dif. 
ference between progress and going 
in the red. 

I have vivid recollections of a 
gentleman old enough to be my 
grandfather. He refused to give up 
although he might have retired, as 
far as financial reasons were con- 
cerned, years before he finally did 
take that step. He would come to 
the building in which I was prac- 
ticing, dressed in a frock coat, and 
borrow my office to treat patients 
(still in the frock coat) who might 
normally have been coming to me. 


Had ‘I pointed out to him that he | 


was taking the bread and butter out 
of my mouth, he would have been 
deeply hurt. 


Minimum Fee Scale 

Dentistry is supposed to be a 
progressive profession, but there 
is a sad need for legislation which 
would make all forms of fee cutting 
illegal. If a patient gets an ache or 
breaks out in a rash, he goes to a 


_ physician, takes his treatment, and 
pays his fee without question. How- | 
ever, the same patient, when he 


needs dentures, will go to every 
dental office within reach and in- 


quire about the fee. In some locali- | 
ties, he will get a different answer | 


in every office. 

If there were a rigid minimum 
fee scale set—and enforced—the 
young graduate would not feel the 
need to bargain when a patient 
whom he needs badly comes to his

knew there were no throat-cutters 
at large he could stand on his two 
feet, throw out his chest, and say: 
“My fee is $100, Mr. Patient. P'll 
give my full attention to your case, 
and I’m sure I can satisfy you, but 
there can be no reduction in my 
charges.”

He would know this patient 
could not ge to the next office and 
_ say: “I’ve had a quotation of $100. 
What’s your best bid?” He would 
‘also know that he did not need to 
\skimp on buying of supplies—and 
‘hence perform inferior treatment— 
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Could this patient go into dif- 
ferent barber shops and get differ- 
ing charges for a hair cut? Then 
why should dentistry, which we 
term a profession, lag behind what 
we are pleased to call a trade? But 
the barbers are organized, while 
the dentists say they are. Dental 
organizations should take a leaf 
from the books of the trade unions. 
A little more practice for the good 
of the profession, and less mutual 
admiration, would be a good sign. 

Too many of the men in the den- 
tal profession are indifferent to 
the struggles of the younger gen- 
eration, and the elimination of fee 
cutting is a good place to start to 
show a newborn interest. The re- 
cent graduate of today will be the 
backbone of the profession tomor- 
row. He will be; that is. provided 
he is not smothered out of ex- 
istence by unthinking or unscrupu- 
lous opposition.

CHILDIEN 
Are Easy 
fo Handle 
By EDWARD S. MACK, D.D.S. 
These suggestions may help 


you in handling your young 


patienis. 
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ConTRARY TO the assumption of 
many dental operators, most chil 
dren may be controlled easily in? 
dental chair for any normal denta 
procedure. The common difficultie 
experienced by dentists often arf 
brought about by their own re 
sponses to the reactions of children 

Let us begin by the realization 
that crying out in response to pail 
or fear is a normal reaction an¢ 
not to be considered a behavior 
problem. 

The child rarely enters the den 
tal office without fear. He learns 
his fear in diverse ways. He learns 
from overhearing conversations al 
home and from exaggerations of 
his playmates. He has a healthy, 
natural fear of new surroundings; 


especially ones which he does - 


a 
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understand. He compares the den- 
tist’s white uniform to that of his 
physician. He often becomes sus- 
picious of the presence of a nurse. 
It is quite disturbing for him to 
discover that his mother is to go 
only as far as the reception room, 
and that he must go on alone with 
this unknown “giant.” 

Fear of a dentist and his office 
is natural and should be expected. 
It is a rare child who is impassive 
and devoid of apparent emotion; 
and this does not usually show a 
healthy reaction pattern. 

There are, according to Mce- 
Bride,' five major artificial classi- 
fications of children: 

1. Timid, frightened children 

2. Shy, retiring children 

3. Temperamental and _ hysteri- 

cal children 

4. Incorrigible children 

5. Mentally deficient children. 

I should like to point out a few 
of the basic reactions of these chil- 
dren and to present a simple means 
of successful approach to each. 

The timid, frightened child does 
not try to halt the operator. The 
dentist must be sympathetic and 
reassuring. If the treatment is done 
painlessly, this child becomes a 
good patient. 

The shy, retiring child has 
“bottled” emotions, and, in re- 
sponse to a jovial approach, comes 
out of his shell and becomes 
friendly. There may be a tendency 
to operate too long on such a child 
because the dentist may mistake

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bashful negation for apparent lack 
of susceptibility to bemg hurt. 

The temperamental and hysteri- 
cal child should be premedicated. 
Surprisingly, he can develop into 
the best patient and an ultimate 
practice-builder. This child will 
usually object to leaving the recep- 
tion room. It is wise first to have 
the parent try to bring the child 
into the operating room. When she 
fails, it is time for the dentist to be 
pleasant but firm, and lead the 
child uncompromisingly away 
from the parent and into the den- 
tal operating room. By such a pro- 
cedure, the dentist will have ob- 
tained full parental approval. This 
child is filled with imaginary dread 
which can only be dispelled by ef- 
ficient, painless dental treatment. 
Such a child is best treated in the 
morning when both he and the 
dentist are fresh and free from 
fatigue. 

The incorrigible child may even 
strike or threaten the dentist. Of 
course, such a patient should al- 
ways have been given a sedative. 
Begin the treatment at once and be 
stern. If restraint must be used, re- 
port it to the parent, lest the child 
give an exaggerated tale of the 
dentist’s cruelty. While informing 
the parent of the stern measures 
taken, remind her never to refer to 
it to the child in conversation, even 
by inference. An incorrigible child 
handled firmly and without display 
of emotion by the dentist soon 
ceases to be incorrigible. 

The mentally deficient child who

is “slow” to respond is given extra 
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time to react to the dentist’s sug- 
gestion or request. These children 
will stare at one with a blank ex- 
pression and often with apparent 
open defiance, yet slowly and defi- 
nitely respond to orders. 

When treating a child, almost 
always use sedation until the pa- 
tient has had an opportunity to 
establish confidence. This often 
takes two or three appointments. 
An excellent sedative is sodium 
pentobarbital.” The dosage is given 
orally according to the weight of 
the child: 60 pounds—*4 grain; 
120 pounds—11/ grain. 

Mentally deficient children may 
be given a sedative in the form of 
a suppository. It must be remem- 
bered that a child to whom a seda- 
tive has been given must never be 
sent away without a word of cau- 
tion to the parent. The child should 
be watched for the remainder of 
the day. 

When operating on a child, keep 
his head well up and back as the 
operation proceeds. A child with 
his chin against his chest does not 
present an accessible dental field; 
nor can he be successfully con- 
trolled. 

A silent sign of welcome in the 
reception room is a child’s piece 
of furniture or a few children’s 
books. An audible sign of welcome 
is calling the child by his first 
name or nickname. Children resent 
being called “Honey” or “Dearie.” 


Try to avoid keeping a child

First Appointment 

It is important that a child who 
has not been initiated to dental 
procedures have some treatment] 
with dental instruments on the first 
visit. Even if a simple dental pro- 
phylaxis is all that is accomplished, 
the child will have learned that the 
dentist is doing something to the 
inside of his mouth and that it was 


not unpleasant.* Woe to the den/ 
tist who merely makes an examina-_ 


tion and then explains something} 


mysterious to the accompanying) 
parent. He then says in the pres-) 
ence of the child, “Next time we'll! 
begin.” Says the child to himself, 


“Begin what?” 

Regardless of your attitude while 
treating a child, never under any 
circumstances permit a loss of 
temper. Never display a lack of 
emotional balance. Always be firm, 
but always be controlled. 


It should be recognized that the} 


dentist has a splendid opportunity 
for performing an invaluable serv- 
ice to the child other than dentistry 
and concomitant with it. He can 














aid in the child’s character-mould- |

are the Dow Joneses on Wall 
Street. When they go broke, you 
get the jitters. And lately when the 
fishing activities don’t look good 
to this fellow Geiger who counts 
atoms, you keep getting scared. 
This jess can’t go on; no man can 
tote such a load and live long. 
No, sir.” 

I have thought often and long 
about this episode. Rudyard Kip- 
ling expressed this same idea even 
more simply when he quoted the 
beggar in India who addressed an 
English traveler. “Sahib,” he said, 
“you are weighted down _ too 
heavily by your baggage.” 

All this is only too true of pro- 
fessional men and women. We, 
too, are in a constant state of worry 
and anxiety about so many pon- 
derables and, in fact, many more 
imponderables, that we fail to ob- 
serve actual causes for concern. 

What I am leading up to has to 
do with the circumscribed confines 
of the stage of our daily activities 
—the office and its equipment. 

In recent years a wonderful 
machine has been created for us; 
the x-ray machine. It gives us the 
opportunity to examine the hidden 
crevices. It has made of diagnosis 
a science rather than an art. But 
with it a new source of danger, a 
new and heavier weight as an ad- 
dition to the luggage we must carry 
about, also has been added. 

The energy which the x-ray ma- 


chine produces is a form of radia- 
tion which is invisible, insensible. 
and unnoticeable at the time of its 
penetration, but at the same time 
it is cell destructive and its action 
is accumulative. 


Radiations 

In this atom-splitting world, we 
are fast becoming acquainted with 
a few basic facts concerning radia- 
tions. Radiations of practical con- 
include alpha, _ beta, 
gamma, roentgen rays, and neu- 
trons. Radiations are measured al- 
most exclusively by their capacity 
to ionize air or some other gas 
imprisoned between electrically 
charged plates. The rate of dis- 
charge of the plates is proportion- 
al to the number of ions formed 
in the air or gas and that in turn 
to the quantity of impinging radia- 
tion. The biologic effects produced 
by radiation result from this same — 
capacity to ionize the matter, the 
cells, through which it passes. 

There is another physical char- 
acteristic of radiation which needs 
a few explanatory words. This has 
to do with the length of the radia- 
tion waves. Heat and light rays 
are of the long wave variety, while 
the radiations from radium, x-ray. 
and those emanating during an 
atomic bomb production and espe- 
cially explosion, are of an infini- 
tesimally shorter variety. The 


sequence 


shorter the wave length of the 
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radiation energy, the greater is its 
penetrating ability and its ability 
to cause cellular damage. 


Somatic Effects 

General periodicals have ac- 
cented the deleterious effects of the 
atom-generated and explosion-re- 
leased short wave radiations. Pho- 
tographs of flesh burns, keloid-like 
scars on the skin, have been pub- 
lished. The somatic effects of this 
same radiation have also been in- 
dicated. Chiefly we have been told 
of the deleterious effects upon the 
gonads, the testes, and the ovaries. 
It has been stated that these be- 
come defunct, or, if not totally so, 
that the ova and spermatozoa lose 
some of their vital structure result- 
ing in an alteration of their chro- 
mosomes which may so alter their 
mechanism as to cause, on fertil- 
ization, the production of mon- 
strosities in the human, the ani- 
mal, and the vegetable kingdom. 

Somatic damage of workers in 
an atomic research center in Eng- 
land has already been claimed by 
the assistant secretary of the 
Chemical Workers Union. Lassi- 
tude, cutaneous eruptions, and im- 
potence are the symptoms. which 
he enumerated. Although it must 
be remembered that with the labor 
government in control in Great 
Britain workers have every oppor- 
tunity to exploit real or alleged 
grievances, it must not be dis- 
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missed as just another instance of 
union griping. It may well be true. 

To the dentist, who is in daily 
company of an x-ray machine, this 
is of more than academic impor- 
tance, since the radiation produced 
by his machine has similar somatic 
effects. This radiation reaches him 
both directly and also from the 
scattered radiation which is pres- 
ent in the confines of the room 
wherein the x-ray energy explodes, 
the place where the roentgeno- 
grams are taken. The patient, only 
infrequently exposed, accumulates 
but few roentgen rays and thus his 
total damage is negligible; but the 
dentist and his assistant belong to 
an entirely different category. 
Daily or more often exposed, 
knowingly or otherwise, they be- 
come the recipients and eventually 
reservoirs of this cell-destroying 
energy. 

The practitioner who sits down 
to take roentgenograms is even in 
greater danger because of his 
closer proximity to the source of 
the energy. Anemia, sterility, lassi- 
tude may be the reward from such 
somatic cellular damage. 

Protect yourself and your as- 
sistant from direct, stray, or scat- 
ter radiation by standing back of a 
lead wall while you take roentgeno- 
grams with your x-ray machine.

FROM THE TIME I was graduated 
in dentistry years ago to the pres- 
ent, I have read articles in various 
dental magazines and have heard 
discussions at dental meetings on 
this subject of full reciprocity in 
dentistry between the states. The 
only argument against it seems to 
be that of State rights being in- 
vaded. It makes one want to say, 
“The heck with State rights. Give 
the membership a much-~ needed 
break.” 

If it is a question of State rights. 
then how about it being an inva- 
sion of State rights by the medical 
profession? If a physician who has 
been granted a license in his state 
through examination and has been 
in ethical practice for five years 
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desires to change states, he may 
in many cases, do so simply by 
sending his state license to the 
board of the state to which he de- 
sires to move. There are no exam- 
inations, no patients to prescribe 
for in a hospital, no diagnosis, no 
operations to perform in an operat- 
ing room. He is granted his license 
exchange and that is all there is to 
it. In his profession, a person’s life 
may be at stake, or at least his 
health. One medical board trusts 
the other board that the applicant 
is qualified. But we as dentists ap- 
parently trust no one. 

The pharmacists can change 
states in the same manner physi- 
cians may. A pharmacist. if care- 
less, might make a mistake in fill- 
ing a prescription. The patient the 
prescription is for has but one life, 
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and his life may depend on the 
man back of the prescription case. 
In dentistry, a patient may lose 
a tooth by the carelessness of the 
dentist. That is about all he might 
lose. Unless he has been unfortu- 
nate in the past, he has other teeth 
left he can use. Of the three pro- 
fessions, which one is the least 
likely to cause the death of a pa- 
tient? The dental profession, of 
course, but it is the one in which 
the practitioners of one state are 
the most suspicious of the qualifi- 
cations of those in another. 


Border Communities 

Here is another argument for 
reciprocity. In my home state of 
Iowa there is a good location for 
a dentist in a town which is exactly 
on the state line between Iowa and 
Missouri. I looked at this town at 
one time with the idea of locating 
there but did not for this reason: 
The main street runs east and west. 
The north side of the street is in 
lowa in which I am licensed. The 
south side is in Missouri in which 
[ am not licensed. There was avail- 
able office space on the north side 
but it was not desirable or modern. 
On the south side of the street in 
Missouri, there were some pleas- 
ant, modern offices. But they were 
in Missouri. 

Often a dentist is called out to 
relieve a toothache, or extract for 
a bedridden patient or one badly

crippled, or an invalid unable to 
go to a dental office. If I had lo- 
cated in this town on the Iowa side 
of the main street and had received 
a call to attend a patient on the 
Missouri side and had not gone be- 
cause I had no Missouri license, I 
would have made an enemy of that 
person. He would have been angry 
with ‘me forever afterward and ad- 
versely advertised me as being “too 
biggity” to go outside of my office 
to a patient. 

This same condition of practice 
exists in Texarkana, a city on the 
Texas-Arkansas state line. Also, in 
Grand Forks and East Grand 
Forks; the former in North 
Dakota, the latter in Minnesota. 
In all three cases it is a matter of 
a few feet where a man might 
legally practice. Isn’t that a ridic- 
ulous situation? 

I know a dentist who practiced 
in a small lowa town for a number 
of years. He is trained for no voca- 
tion other than dentistry. He has 
a 10-year-old daughter who has a 
serious case of asthma. The prac- 
titioner’s medical friend told him 
if the child was not taken to a dif- 
ferent climate, she would die. You 
can guess what this dentist did. 
But he does not know how he is 
going to make a living there. He 
has been out of dental college so 
long he says he cannot pass the 
theoretic examinations. As for the 
practical examination, he said the 
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board demands the insertion of a 
gold foil restoration and he has not 
pounded one in in fifteen years or 
more; to be exact, not since gold 
inlays came into general use. He 
does not even know where his gold 
instruments are now. Incidentally, 
I do not know where mine are 
either. 

In dental schools or colleges the 
insertion of gold foil restorations 
is still being taught. It is claimed 
that this teaches the students dex- 
terity in handling instruments. 
Why not hand a student having 
an extraction case one of those old- 
fashioned turnkeys used a hundred 
years ago? No doubt it would 
teach the student dexterity in hand- 
ling a modern forcep. 

Upon going over a list of states 
showing the populations and the 
number of dentists therein, I find 
there are too many dentists in 
some states and too few in others 
according to the census. States in 
which there are one or more dental 
colleges seem to have too many 
dentists per thousand population. 
A student, upon graduation, usu- 
ally will take the state board ex- 
amination of the state in which he 
is graduated. This leaves the states 
without dental colleges too few 
dentists. The distribution of den- 
tists is not equitable. Reciprocity 
would change that because any 
dentist would go where he saw he 
could do the best financially. 


Limited Reciprocity 
Iowa and Oklahoma had limited 


reciprocity for a number of years. 
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A practical examination was given 


(and, of course, it included a gold | 
foil restoration). Then after a few 
years the two boards disagreed. | 


The argument was nothing so seri- 
ous that a little diplomacy would 
not have settled it satisfactorily. 
The result, however, was that the 
states do not recognize each other's 
licenses now. No doubt, though, 
each member of each board pre- 
served his dignity. But at whose 
expense? At the expense of those 
men and women who desire to 
move from one state to the other. 
Neither Iowa nor its board gained 
anything. Many Oklahoma students 
used to come to the University of 
Iowa to take the course in den- 
tistry. They do not come anymore. 
They go to colleges in other states. 
If we had a national board of den- 
tal examiners, a license from which 
would be good in any state, all 
these annoyances, discriminations, 
and injustices would be eliminated. 
Of course, a lot of board members 
would lose their jobs. They would 
lose the prestige a member of a 
board gains, but the monetary loss 
would be infinitesimal. 

Even in Russia, a huge country 
we consider a benighted nation, a 
dentist can practice anywhere his 
services are needed. It is the same 
in England or in France; in any 
country, it seems, but here. 

I know of one state, not recog- 
nizing in any way another state, 
in which members of the state ex- 
amining board maintained a quiz 
course, the cost of which was $250. 
If an out-of-state applicant for a 
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dental license took this quiz course, 
he was passed by the board. If he 
did not take it, he did not pass. 
A national examining board would 
have stopped this. 


Board Examinations 

A few years ago I took the ex- 
amination of a board in a southern 
state. I will always remember two 
questions asked in the examination 
in prosthetic dentistry. One was, 
“Describe a ‘jackie’ crown.” We 
applicants supposed the examiner 
had intended to say “jacket” and 
had written “jackie” by mistake. 
All applicants described a jacket 
crown. We were all wrong. 

After the examination we asked 
the examiner if he had really 
meant “jackie.” With a surprised 
look on his face, this examiner ex- 
claimed, “Why don’t you know 
what a ‘jackie’ crown is? I sup- 
posed you had all heard of it. I 
invented it myself.” All but two of 
us were out-of-state: applicants. 
We had never even heard of this 
examiner before, much less his 
“jackie” crown. 

The other question was, “A pa- 
tient with both upper second mo- 
lars and both upper cuspids in 
place, all in a healthy condition, 
does not want a denture. What 
would you do with the case?” All 
but one, and he was an out-of-state 
applicant, said he would advise a 
cast removable or a fixed bridge. 
The one applicant from outside the 
state, and whose answer was cor- 
rect, said he would not take the 
case. 
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It is a matter of opinion who 
was right. How many of you would 
have turned down this case in 
practice? It was one man, the ex- 
aminer, who made the decision. 
We had to accept it. This, too, was 
another unfair question; and an- 
other argument for a_ national 
board. 

The two applicants from the 
state in which the examination was 
given received their licenses even 
though they, too, missed both 
questions. If one failed in pros- 
thetics, no license was granted. 
The man who would not take the 
case and who was an out-of-state 
man passed this subject. I had 
passed all other subjects in the ex- 
amination. In prosthetics my grade 
was 69.75 per cent. I did not get 
a license because of two unfair 
questions, 


Veterans Administration 

After World War I I was ap- 
pointed as a dentist to the Veterans 
Hospital at Omaha, Nebraska. I 
had only an Iowa license. At the 
hospital I would not have been a 
dentist in the Army, Navy, or Ma- 
rine Corps. My patients were to 
be civilians like myself (ex-Serv- 
icemen). Would not that be an in- 
vasion of the sacred State rights 
by the federal government? By all 
arguments, the appointment should 
have gone to a Nebraska-licensed 
dentist. Following this line of rea- 
soning, it would be an invasion of 
State rights for me to be appointed 
out of Iowa to the position of a 
dentist in a Nebraska hospital by

every state in the land who had passed 
a national board examination. Char- 
latans and quacks are eager to invade 
such virgin territory, and who can say 
in the long run that the dental health 
of the state in question would be im- 
proved ? 


As for members of the Armed Forces, 
I know of a great many instances in 
which members of state boards did 
everything in their power to pass worthy 
applicants of other states who did not 
desire to return to their native state, or 
the state in which they had been prac- 
ticing. 

It is true that many states make it 
dificult for a dentist in ill health to 
change climates. There is a reason for 
that—-self-protection. Why should a 
well-established dentist in a high and 
dry climate have a competitor from 
some other state who is coughing and 
sputum-laden? Why should a_ well- 
established dentist in Florida have forty 
old men as his new competitors, all of 
them in semiretirement, with slight in- 
terest in the future of the profession, 
and practicing only for the slight finan- 
cial gain they might salvage? 

No one knows what an honest poll 
might bring forth, No one knows 
whether or not there is any such thing 
as an honest poll. Would it be fair for 
a state overloaded with dentists of all 
types, including advertisers, to vote 
against a state with a lesser number of 
higher type men who definitely did not 
want them? Is that democracy? 


On paper it sounds good—equal dis- 
tribution of dentists in all parts of the 
country, higher standards, and every- 
body happy. Actually, it will not work. 
With the shortage of dentists created by 
the war years, few dentists are inter- 
ested in settling in small towns, educat- 
ing the public, and eliminating “black- 
market” dentistry. Only time and grad- 
uation of the enormous classes now be-

WHEN I WAS a boy-dentist, nearly 
fifty years ago, I knew the owner, 
the proprietor, the dentist, of a 
dental parlor in the heart of the 
shopping district in New York 
City.

Inside 
the case were plush cushions on 
which reposed gold crowns, mod- 
els made of alabaster, beautiful

eellulgid dentures with pearly 
white teeth. These dentures, when 
you rubbed them on the sleeve of 
your coat, gave forth an odor ol 
gum camphor. There also were the 
gum blocks, sections of three teeth 
set in pink porcelain. If you were 
clever, you could grind close joints 
and make a set of teeth on vul/ 
canite. The joints barely showed 
when wet with saliva and in the 
patient’s mouth. There was also @ 
framed list of prices—full den 
tures, $5 and up; extractions, 50) 
cents; “plates” repaired while yout 
waited, $1. A special sign, in # 
frame, read: “Fresh Gas, Made 
Daily.” : 

This is the way it was made} 
Crystals of ammonium nitrate wer 
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placed in a Florentine flask and a 
rubber hose connected to it. The 
neck of the flask was drawn out 
so that you could fit a hose to it. 
This led into a tank of water. The 
rubber hose end was above the 
level of water, and over this an 


-empty inverted tank was placed. 
‘| This was to gather and confine the 


gas. Gentle heat from a Bunsen 
burner applied to the flask con- 
taining the crystals released the 
gas. The water absorbed the am- 
monia formed and also any nitric 
oxide that formed. From the tank 
the gas was piped to the wall near 
the dental chair. That was the 
source of supply for “Laughing 
Gas.” The patients got plenty. Yes, 
they were crowded with gas and 
the treatment was painless. 

When I was assigned to operate 
on an elderly woman, she would 
usually say, “Why you are just a 
boy—and a dentist?” I was dub- 
bed “The Boy-Dentist.” I had my 
degree; I needed money. It was 
my first job, and it paid $25 a 
week and commission. 

There was a mechanic at $15, a 
boy at $5, and a so-called “Lady 
Attendant” who was paid $10 and 
commission. There was a uniform- 
ed Negro who stood at the door 
all day long and mumbled, “Pain- 
less Dentist.” What he got for re- 
compense, I do not know. 

I wore my best suit, a cutaway 
and striped trousers, and patent- 
leather shoes. A white coat was un- 
thinkable—you did not want to 
look like a barber. There was a 
brass cuspidor in the reception 
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room. It reposed on a cut-out cir- 
cle of oilcloth, a guard for those 
who missed. The room was fur- 
nished with a horsehair couch for 
patients recuperating from gas, 
heavy red carpet, rockers of gener- 
ous size, easy chairs, oil paintings, 
lace curtains at the windows, or- 
naments on the mantlepiece, and a 
stovepipe under it that led to the 
ornate nicklesplated _ self-feeder. 
What a homey place it was! 

The elderly women liked the 
young dentist. He knew all the lat- 
est college techniques. To some of 
the men, I appeared too young. 
There were those who wanted the 
whiskered man; he had the years 
of experience. 

You never extracted a tooth if 
you could induce the patient to 
keep it. That is where the money 
was, if you could keep the patient 
coming back for treatment. 

There was a trend in fashions; 
gold laterals gave a look of pros- 
perity. If the patient wanted it, 
why not put on a gold crown for 
$5? Better ones ran up to as high 
as $10. 

There were many transitions 
from the advertising man to the 
ethical dentist. As a school for ex- 
perience, and if you needed the 
money, the advertising dental 
office was a nice start. At your 
leisure you could look around for 
an office location. The dental depot 
and a downpayment started your 
office equipment, and the install- 
ment house took care of the fur- 
nishings. If you had enough 
money to pay three months rent,

Q.—I have been practicing over forty 
years and I| had a condition develop this 
week that I never before saw occur. | 
should like to know the reason for it 
and if it could have been avoided.

By the time I had extracted the 
tooth, swelling began under the eye and 
extended over the entire right side of 
the face.

A.—I assume that you made a 
second division or infiltration 
nerve block before extracting the 
maxillary second molar.

Edentulous Mandible 


Q.—I am enclosing two roentgeno- 
grams of the lower right cuspid and 
bicuspid region of an edentulous jaw. 
This woman had all her teeth removed 
at one time about fifteen years ago. She 
has worn vulcanite dentures the last 
fifteen years. I recently made her upper 
and lower acrylic dentures. 

She has no lower ridge at all and has 
never been able her lower den- 
ture, primarily because of a sore spot 
that develops in this lower right bicuspid 
region. She has a blue streak under the 
mucous tissue. I have seen these same 
streaks in many mouths, and I never 
thought they were causing any difficulty. 
What is your opinion on this, and what 
causes these bluish streaks? 

I can see nothing in these two films 
to warrant opening up the tissue in this 
area. I should like to have your opinion. 

This sore area does not seem to dis- 
appear even though the lower denture 
has been left out. I am at a loss to 
know what causes this sore area, and 
why it does not heal when the lower 
denture is not being worn. Any help you 
can give me on this will be greatly 
appreciated.—B. A. D., Nebraska.

A.—The bluish appearance of 
the soft tissues in your patient’s 
edentulous mandibular ridge is 
probably caused by the two small 
pieces of metal, presumably amal- 
gam. 

I have encircled an area in the 
bone which may account for the 
soreness of which your patient 
complains. This is not normal 
bone. I believe you would be justi- 
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fied in opening the bone and doing 
an exploratory operation. The area 
shows more clearly in the roent- 
genogram which was placed with 
the long axis vertical—GreorceE R.

Space Maintainer 

Q._-I have a patient, a young girl 8 
years of age, for whom the upper right 
deciduous cuspid had to be extracted. 
The patient’s mother wants a_ space 
maintainer placed. Would it be advisable 
to band the first and second deciduous 
molars, and, from the bands send a spur 
to the upper right permanent lateral? Or 
would you advise leaving the space 
alone ?—-S. B., New York. 

A.—It has been the experience 
of many orthodontists that in the 
case of premature loss of the maxil- 
lary anterior deciduous teeth. there 
is little if any tendency to loss of 
space. This would be especially 
true in the case of an 8-year-old. 

If the mother does not like the 
appearance of the space, the cuspid 
could be supplied on a small. re- 
movable acrylic denture. This 
would not interfere with the other 
teeth and would give a good ap- 
pearance.—GEORGE R. WARNER.

California 
A.—In a similar case we re 
stored the carious teeth with amal 
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eam and did nothing for the de- 
calcified enamel which gradually 
hardened. We lost track of the 
case, but it was all right for the 
vear or two that we followed it. 

If I were to have a similar case 
now | would still restore the cari- 
ous teeth with amalgam and sat- 
urate the decalcified enamel with 
ammoniacal silver nitrate. Then 
when enough secondary dentine 
had formed I would cover with 
some type of crown.—-GEorGCE R.

Burning Sensation 

().—I have a patient who has worn 
full upper and lower dentures for a year. 
Since she has had these dentures, she 
has complained of a burning sensation 
only on the right side of the tongue, 

We rebuilt the lower denture recently 
because of the loss of vertical dimension. 
While this was being done, the burning 
sensation ceased entirely. After setting 
the lower denture, the patient com- 
plained of a burning sensation only on 
the right side of the tongue. 

Would impingement on a nerve cause 
this? Where would one look for this 
pressure ?

A.—This burning sensation of 
the right side of the tongue may 
result from nerve pressure over the 
mental foramen, along the lingual 
ridge, or on the sublingual soft tis- 
sue, since the lingual nerve some- 


times has branches in all of these 


areas. 
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You should be able to locate the 
mental foramen by palpating with 
a finger tip in the region of the 
first or second bicuspid. Relieve 
generously over this area. If the 
burning sensation still persists try 
next to locate uneven or undesir- 
able pressure along the lingual 
border or along the lingual side of 
the ridge by the use of disclosing 
wax.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


X-Ray Exposures 


Q.—In doing root canal therapy I 
sometimes need a number of roentgeno- 
grams. Please let me know how many 
roentgenograms can be taken of the 
same tooth without endangering the pa-

A.—Without knowing the focal 
film distance you use in your x-ray 
exposures, the K.V.P. and milliam- 
perage, the interval between ex- 
posures, one cannot lay down a 
rule of safety. 

I knew of one case in which a 
mandibular cuspid being treated 
prior to root canal filling required 
a number of exposures with the 
result of the beard on the chin 
being lost. Fortunately the beard 
srew again in a few weeks. I have 
known of no other cases in which 
any damage, local or general, re- 
sulted from checking root canal 
therapy, even when the cases were 
dificult and required at least six 
checks..-GEORGE R. WARNER.
